A brief sketch of the remarks made by Col. 
(r. T. WiNTHROP, in llie House o f Represen­ 
tatives, upon the U . S. Bank Resolves. 
Mr VViNTHRop remarked, it was with no 
ordinary degree of cmbarraHsinenl that he rose 
in that place to make a few observations in 
opposition to the passage of the tenth Resolve, 
lie stood where yesterday stood a gentleman, 
who addressed the House in a strain of e lo ­ 
quence, and with a force ol argument, whieh 
would have done honor to any man in any 
Li’gi.slative assembly. It was not necessary lor 
liiin to recal to the recollection of meinbera of 
the House, the impression which the gentle­ 
man from Newburyporl had made ; it was ap­ 
parent at the Em e— and would not readily be 
effaced. 
He wished that he eould give his assent to 
all the propositions which were advanced by 
that gentleman. 
There were times, during 
the course of his remarks, he confessed, when 
he was more than half persuaded that the 
gentleman was riglit and himself wrong; but 
a little reflection convinced him that his feel­ 
ings and admiration of the perfection ol the 
genlleinan’s teason in o, were gaining an as­ 
cendancy over his judgment. 
Mr W . did not propose to enter into any 
discussion of the merits of the general ques­ 
tion. 
That subject had been already discussed 
fully, and to iiitn, saUsfactorilv, by others, 
who were far more competent to throw light 
upon it than he was. 
He should confine his 
reiuarUs to the tenth Resolve. 
Mr W . ob­ 
jected to tlfis Resolve as inconsistent with 
llie whole spirit of the Preamble. 
T.he I re- 
amble had reference to the acts o f the Presi- 
dent, which regarded the Bank. 
This R e ­ 
solve included other acts to which these were 
m addition. 
He objected to this Resolve as 
conveying a reproach, and, in his opinion, an 
undeserved one, upon the C h ief Magistrate of 
the nation. 
He would ask gentlemen to re­ 
vert to the period when the President was 
here—(and it was but a short time ago ) 
Wliat was, then, said of him ? 
W hy, Mr 
Speaker, he was hailed as the Saviour of his 
Country—the Protector ol the Constitution— 
the Preserver of the U nion—delegacies from 
the most- distant sections of the Common­ 
wealth were sent forth to meet him — men, 
women and children flocked to look upon liiin 
— addresses of the most flattering description 
were made to him —triumphal arches were 
erected over his pathway, and upon them was 
inscribed that ever memorable sentiment— 
*'The Union— it must be preserved.” W here, 
then, were these violations of the Constitu­ 
tion ?— these a d s to wliich this is in addi­ 
tion ? 
He must not be answered, that they 
were subsequent to the visit of the President. 
There had been no acts on the part of the E x­ 
ecutive since that lime, which the people of 
this Slate had found fault with ;— at least, 
none that had come to his knowledge. 
He 
objected to this Resolve as inconsistent in 
another respect with the spirit o f the Pream­ 
ble. 
The Preamble contemplated the adop­ 
tion of conciliiitorij measures. 
Could it be 
called a conciliatory measure to transmit to 
Congress [where there is a majority in favor 
of the course of the administration] a Resolve 
liechirinL^ that the President was aiming to 
make himself a monarch ? 
I think not ; or I 
am ignorant of the proper application of 
terms. 
He objected to this Resolve as inconsistent 
in yet another respect, with the spirit of the 
Preamble. 
T he Preamble advised to a union 
of all parlies. 
Mr W. contended that this R e­ 
solve made it purely a party question. 
W e 
could not separate the President from those 
who supported him. 
W e must apply this R e­ 
solve to a majority of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress—to a large minority of 
tlie Senate—and, might we not add ? to a ma­ 
jority of the people. 
What would be said if a resolve of this de­ 
scription should be passed by this House ;— 
Resolved, 'I hat a majority of Congress, and 
of the people are endeavoring to change the 
present form of government into that o f a 
m onarchy. 
Would not such an act be called a party 
measure ? and would not the Resolve he styl­ 
ed, and justly, to, a mere ebulition o f parly 
rancor? 
In etfect, we say this—and the very 
object which it is desired to attain, will be 
frustrated by tlie passage of this Resolve.
